The steamer Alvarado Is to start
her first cargo on March 27, and the
material she carries Is to be taken
on at St. Helens and Wcstport. The
company opened an agency at New
York about a month ago with C. E
llhnd, formerly of the Ixis Angeles
ifflce, in charge. The charter of the
M. Helens followed immediately and
with the engagement of the Alvarado

Is assured there will be a steady
movement of Oregon lumber to that
metropolis. As tho St. Helens was

I xed for a slnglo voyage, it is as--

lumed that she cither will bo char
tered for an additional period or
other large carriers of the type fixed.

Tho Now York market's demand
will not detract from the trade of
the McCormick Interests on this
coast and as a matter of fact during
tho past five weeks outelde tonnage
has been Impressed Into that fleet In

ho trade between the Columbia
River and California ports as fur as
Inn Diego. Tho vessols flying the
McCormick flag have not sufficient
lapaclty for the long run through
the Canal, consequently tonnage
.vallablo on the Coast has been
drawn on.

Like all firms looking to the East
;oast for a dependable outlet for the
surplus cut of the Northwest, it If

possible that In the future a regular
fleet will be employed, as the com-

pany Is handling manufactured lum-

ber direct, not transacting business
through middlemen, so it will have
all to do with furnishing material as
well as transporting it. It Is said

there Is now a good demand for the
iglit kind ot vessels because of the

call from New York and otbor ports

there for lumber, some of which
would be handled again to the Unit
ed Kingdom, the Idea bolng to dis
patch deckloads of lumber on steam- -

across the Atlantic.

on that coast for the return, with
bulky Bhlpomnts, and the St. Helens
Is now on the way from Norfolk with
x government coal ccrgo.

RAILROAD TOWN TO

BE ESTABLISHED

NKHALKM TERMINUS OF THE
KERRY ROAD TO BE A

THRIVING CITY.

Primary Object U to Provide Plea,
ant Pluce of Abode for Large

Number of Workmen

Columbia county is to have a new
town. It is not to be the rival of
any city In the county for any hon-
ors. In its beginning it will be

but as the years go by
It may bloom into both beauty and
thrift. The new town la to bo lo-

cated at the Junction of Deep creek
with Nchalem River, where the rail-
road now being built from Kerry,
Just east of Westport, finds its ter-
minus on the Nehalem.

A. S. Kerry, who Is building the
Columbia River & Nehalem Rail-
road, is also founding the new town.
Mr. Kei'ry's Uea Is primarily to es-

tablish a community trading point,
where all the rural beauties may be
enjoyed In connection with such

Conveniences as It "will

be possible to install. The latter
will have co limit up to tho reason
able expenditure of money to pro- -

.1i them. Mr. Kerry's foremost
idea will be to make the surround-
ings so pleasant and the conditions
so perfect that there will never be
any dieaatlsfaction expressed by the
employes, of which there will prob-
ably bo several hundred, to make
their homes In the little city.

Mr. Kerry Is building a splendid
piece of railroad. No expense Is be-

ing spared to construct it in the
most substantial and thorough man-
ner. Its permanency was the first
impulse of the builder, and all sub-sida-

Improvements are being made
with tho same Idea in view. The
road, when completed, will be ap-

proximately thirty miles in length,
and traverses a section of country
wholly undeveloped until it reaches
the beautiful and fertile valley of
the Nehalem.

The tonnage which the road will
ultimately carry can scarcely ho es-

timated. The entire distance over
tho divide and down the Fls'.ihawk
is through ona ot the most beautiful
tracts of virgin timber on tho coast.
This vast body of timber will find
its way to market through tho med-

ium ot this transportation line. It
will require years to remove the tim
ber. Laterals from the main line
will reach In all directions, tapping
the timber for miles either side.

In the wake of all this commer
cialism and traffic In the virgin
wealth of the district there will be
other and equally Important and
permanent developments take place.
Prom the manifest evidence of per-
manency which surrounds the char
acter ot the improvement now going
forward there will be Inspiration for
others to keep pace In other lines of
development. Lands will be put to
cultivation, substantial and perman
ent homes will be built and rural
husbandry will thrive, the whole
district will bloom and the entire
county will benefit.

The new town will be located on
what was formerly the D. W. Free-

man place, on the west side of the
Nehalem river. It said to be an
Ideal location for the establishment
of a small city. The railroad will
extend up Deep creek for a short
distance, but the new town will be
the real terminus of the road.

In all probability the road will be
completed this summer as far as the
proposed site ot the new town. A

tunnel 1800 feet through the moun
tain has been completed and head
way in construction ot the road will
be more rapid. Kerry station, on
the Astoria railroad, has boen the
scene of a great deal of activity dur-

ing the last two years, Blnce con-

struction of the new railroad was
begun.
